Dred^inè Method 
Of Obtaining Tin 
In Malay Shown 

Dr. S. J. Truscoll of Royal 
School of Mines Ad- 
dresses Mining Club 

^ GENERAL resume of tin min- 
ing, in Malay, and a more par- 
ticular description of the method of 
obtaining the metal from river 
beds was given before the 
Mining and Metallurgical So- 
ciety yesterday by Professor S. 
J. Truscott, head of the Royal 
School of Mines, London, England. 

Dr. Truscott directed his re- 
marks for the most part to the 
river deposits. The method of ob- 
taining tin from this source is by 
dredging.. The dredges are huge 
machines which eat into the river 
banks. The output of this type of 
dredge is about 100,000 cubic yards 
per month; about 50 such dredges 
arc in use in Malay, operated by 
European Interests.

In contrast to this up to date 

method. Professor Truscott gave a 
short description of the way In 
which the Chinese miners, the Eur- 
opeans' predecessors, went about 
the business, carrying out the sur- 
face earth and metal-bearing sub- 
stances in baskets, working slpwly, 
and entirely by hand. 

Dredges are very expensive, 
running into capital investments: of 
hundreds of thousands of doliars; 
consequently, no Corporation is go- 
ing to invest in one unless they 
have good reason to believe that 
the ore to be extracted will pay 
for the venture.

Nnmerous IMatheninticnl And 
Scientific Laws Evolved 
By British Genius 

Sir Isaac Newtbn, by his industry, 
patience and genius, was able to lay 
the foundations' of the science of 
spcctro- analysis and the science of 
optics; to formulate the binominal 
theory and the theory of flucllons; to 
make intcresthig and important dls- 

' coverles In astronomy, chemistry and 

i 

; even alchemy; and above all to evolve 
! the fundamental law of graitation 
stated Professor N. B. MacLean of the 
Department of Mathematics, in ad- 
dressing the Mechanics Institute, last 
night. 

In the course of his illustrated leO' 
ture on "Newton as Man and MathC' 
matician," Professor MacLean stated 
that all of Newton's fundamental dlS' 
coverles were made- before he reached 
the age of 24. Not g distinguished 
scholar in his early days he'lcft school 
at the age of IS to become a farmer. 
The life of a farmèr, however, did not 
appeal to him and he was consistently 
reading until finally his uncle per- 
suaded his parents to allow him to 
return to school. 

' Gradnatcd from Cambridge 
Later he attended Cambridge gra- 
duating in 1864. Upon his entry he 
was more proficient in the classics 
than In mathematics and the sciences 
but \\e so4n turned his attention to 
these latter fields. Euclid he dismissed 
in a very short time as being too ele- 
mental and he himself was soon work- 
j ing out the binominal theorem and 
i the infinite series. His attention was 
j later drawn to light and astronomy 
i and by means of experimentation with 
the spectrum and prisms he was able 
to discover the compound nature of 
white 'light. > - - 

Some of his most Interesting work 
was doiie on astronomy. Here he was 
greatly aided by the telescope, dis- 
covered by Galileo, and the laws stat- 
ing the motions of the solar system 
formulated by ^ John Kepler. It was, 
ejtteemely ' interesting to note, the 
siKftkerr^added, that these scientists 
each-seemed jx> tit into the right per- 
i&â so>that each mighti;\utU|^ the dis- 
omies' of his' prëdecéisM might 
ini'tuni'leave ifurther information for 
those' scientists who were to follow 
him. 

President of Royal Society 

Newton spent over thirty years as 
Professor of Mathematics at Cam- 
bridge and occupied the post of presi- 
dent of the Royal Society for 24 years. 
He lived frugally with his nelce; never 
married, probably because he never 
thought of it Just as he never thought 
of publishing any. of his discoveries, 
the speaker concluded.

"Electric Power" was discussed by 
Mr. N. L; Engel, of the Montreal Light, 
Heat :and Power Co. at an unemployed 
meeting, held "in -Strathcona Hall yes- 
terday afteri\oon.- The sjieaker first 
traced the development of electricity 
from Thales jof Miletus, of about 600 
B.C. to Faraday, Davj*, Volta, Morse, 
Bell, Edison- .ar.d Marconi. 
,v He tlien|aç<*ej,of the uses and "bene- 
fits of clccfiricfpower in industry and 
in .tho^hqme. Over thirteen billion dol- 
lars-are rinvested in this industry, and 
so- widespread is it that it has suffered 
least of all in the depression. Some of 
its most important and recent- usés is 
to, medicine, where the X-ray has 
changed ail metlibds of diagnosis, and 
the electric knife is used to prevent

The 
aims of the Service are summed up in the 
following quotation from "A Three Year's 
Programme for the International Student 
Service 1932-1934." 

"INTERNATIONAL STUDENT ' 
'ERVICE is a fellowship (iromirii 
Woià of the common meeting of common 
need. ■ Without the limitation of 
separate membership, and without a 
'political or official standing, it is 
pledged to no 'particidar panacea, and 
' to no particular method of action. It 
seeks the collaboration of all groups 
'^/^within the university field, without 
^distinction of race, politics or re- 
ligion; and strives to create in each 
sphere Ihe technique of co-operation 
best suited to the purpose at hand. 
\f lt recognises^ only the limitations im- 
posed by its financial resources, by its 
' desire to make a serious contribution 
kin whatever field it is active, and, by 
its belief in the value of independence 
x'in national student activity." 

That there is room for such a move- 
ment at McGill is self-evident. The pro- 
gram is one which should appeal to stu-

u.s In the project for the development of 
PllStudent Self-Help the group at McGill 
^;5|. have an opportunity to perform a bene- 
%':;ficial work. The present condition of 
'^''j^yyprld affairs has made it increasingly dif- 
ll^icult for many students to continue uni- 
"Iversity courses. Thus many gifted stu- 
JlJents. are denied the privileges of higher 
lildùcation. This is true at McGill 'as àt 
• Dther universities. 

■ j|v,In the past few years the I.S.S. have 
p/î^many emergency student relief pro- 
,ems. It now proposes to organize 
iitonomous student self-help organiza- 
tions and co-operative enterprises with 
the idea that these organizations should be 
self-financed. 

To accomplish this work successfully at 
McGill the group must make an intensive 
study of conditions not only here but in 
other universities the world oyer. This 
work is one to be commended 'and one 
which deserves the best thought of tho 
student body at large. 



M. R. T. Workshop 
Produces ''Tivelfth Nigfit^' 

JN 'Jie words of Cecil West, the director or the 
Workshop 'department of the Montreal Reper- 
tory Theatre, ' the producers of Shakespeare's 
"Twelfth Night" set themselves the task of present- 
ing thus comedy in the old .'.radltion, in order that 
they might encounter more of 'the difficulties which 
realism In draina offers. This is cxpcrlmcnv in 
the true amateur sense and the general smoothness 
with which the play was run off indicates how 
worthwhile was the attempt. The keen wit, the 
rough-edged satire, and even tlw protestations of 
love have stUl the. same freshness of appeal that 
they must have' had when Elizabethlan audiences 
first heard them. Some of the cast took particular 
note of this, and added vigour and appeal to their 
parts that would never have been possible with in-, 
ferior material. 

The conventions that were so avidly followed 
in the production were concerned mainly with the 
scenery and the castumiiis, and to some extent in 
the ' overemphasis of action. A convention of the 
M.R.T. was also kept hi mind, that of altei-lng 
words which might offend the greater prudlshncss 
of modern audiences, and that of fitting the play- 
wi-ight's scenes and aots into their own Jig-saw 
arrangement, to fit witlihi our theatrical time limits. 
Beyond this, we beheld^ a colorful Shakespeare. 

There were a few individual performances that 
were of such high polish as to suggest more than 
a passuig famillai-ity with the boards by each. 
Reta MacDonald whose versatility is a light to dilet- 
tantes, played tlic role of Viola with such feeling, 
and with such perfection of gesture and of vocal 
intonation as to invest the part with untold grace 
and beauty of character. She was perhaps too much 
of the actress, for when she appeared, it was to the 
detriment of the other characters before the foot- 
lights. 

• Sir Toby Belch, played by Whitfield Aston, was 
one of the most hilarious of the humourous char- 
acters of Shakespeare this reviewer has ever seen. 
The liberties he took with his lines seemed practical- 
ly the limit, and whereas the scansion of the stan- 
zas aots usually as some Impediment to too much 
freedom, this was not so in the present case. AJfred 
Dann's "Fabian" was not very far behind, while 
Louis Mulligan's "Clown, Peste," taken up at the 
eleventh hour, was equally fluent and capable. Ro- 
bert Watt, as Sir Andrew Aguc-Oheek was a fitting 
complement to this group of, clowns, la spite of a 
rather disquieting voice. 

MalvoUo, Stewart to Olivia, has a port which 
can elicit much humoiur if handled with sufficient 
abandon, and this can be said of Gordon Ledaire, 
his lisps notwithstanding. Olivia, by Leslie Crombie 
was rather sedate compared to the apparent youth 
of the cast, but grace of carriage and directness of 
speech gave her honours. Maud Aston as Mafia 
the maid was efficient but too ready to embellish 
her words with laughter. The rest of the cast suited 
generally those already mentioned. 

A word abouot the realistic scenery: Stone 
vaults in the palace interior are not out of place, 
even though drawn crudely, but they must rest on 
stone columns, complete with capitals etc. Like- 
wise, branches do not crawl up the tree, trunks In 
scrcwlike fashion, .But these are details, and are 
negligible in comparsion to the production Itself. 
Edwin Wayte, the producer, has done well with his 
job. \ :aiirrAitclieff."

Whatever is its exact function, one thing 
is certain, and that is that art has an im- 
portant position in relation to life. , Art is 
the expression of an individual endowed 
with a certain heredity reacting to a cer- 
tain environment, put in a concrete form 
Man Jongs for something that is out of the 
bounds of tîme .and^la&B^somét^^^ 
ih^' in a changitig ^^'^wrlaîT^Ws^^^dési^^ 
prompts an individual -to record his 
emotions in a book, a piece of music or a 
painting. Other people " read the book, 
hear the music or see the painting and in- 
terpret the work of art into their own life. 

In a sense, in a large sense, art is an 
escape from the .world and at present, 
when world conditions are so discouraging, 
the arts afford a greater-relief 
thàh : usual. - The i more discouraging 
the reality, the greater the need for an 
escape., It is true one should not lose one 
self continually in a world of non-reality, 
but indulgence in this form of ^escape, that 
is, art, is necessary for Man to live. 

Art also affords pleasure and enter 
tainment. This, however,, is Only a second- 
ary function, its main purpose is stated 
above. Hence it is unfortunate that in 
these days, the satisfying of the desire for 
art has to suffer far more than the satis- 
fying of any other of man's desirîesi 'some 
of which are less important than art, when 



I^HE COLLEGE man has been the target for many 
startling accusations and criticisms In the past, 
but now appear revelations suipassing all in sen- 
sationalism: a survey of our brothers In prison. In- 
competency in Industry, disinterest In govémment, 
impotency in research, and cultural underdevelop- 
^^pKre among the charges of many self,appohited 
judges of the product of the world's universities. 
And now comes the disquieting Information - that 
no small number of collegians spend a good por- 
tion of their life in Jail. 

In an article in Redbook, no less ân authority 
than the chaplahi of Sing Sing declares that during 
his long term of service at Ossining he has come In 
contact with men repie^nting all thè Important 
colleges in the country, most of the smaller ones, 
and not a few foreign institutions. Practically no 
school has escapeçl aiMjTBcni ltB have come from 
Princeton, Yale, Hary^^^Sh, Syracuse, Colum- 
bia, Williams, VanderbQ^^llnchigan, Southern Oali- 
ofmla, Berlin, Paris, and Cornell. ' The most popu- 
lar crime among these alumni groups Is forgery. 
From this fact, Chaplain Peterson concludes that 
their college educatiojn has not benefited them 
much because it is the easiest crime to detect. 

Of course the incercerated ^degree-holders do 
not perform the manual labor assigned to alien 
robbers, safe-crackers, and torch ^ fiends because 
their talents may be put to use in piher fields more 
advantageously. However, if the Chaplain had his 
own w^y they would work, because, ho Iwlleves 
that the college convict is' far below the average 
prisoner. The man,, who has failed to take advant- 
age of his trainhig, opportunities, and general 
. backgro und is more to be condemned than the 
j^iSuOTr^w^ko has never had . a chance In life, accord-

THERE Is a possibility that McMaster may soon make application for' 
entry to the track group. Now that the Baptist University has moved 
to Hamilton they find themselves with a strong squad of track and field 
m:n, largely recruited from the Hniiiilton district. Hamilton has always 
taken an outstandinj interest in track and field and sooner or later It 
seems that McMaster will gahi admittance to senior group. There are 
many arguments against hsr entry at the present time, the cliief of which 
seems 'to be financial. With, four universities In the group it would mean 
that each team will have a home meet only once every four years. To 
finance a sqiiad of size necessary for Intercollegiate competition requires 
considerable funds and considering present financial conditions It may be 
too heavy an expense for the Hamlltonlans. 

The time may be when tlie Intercollegiate Senior track meets will be 
run on the basis of the Intermediate meets. The intermediate Division is 
divlted Into two sections. East and West. Should Western and McMaster 
both gain admittance to the section in future, a Western section to In- 
clude Western, McMaster and Toronto could be formed; with an Eastern 
section to Include Queen's, McGlll and possibly Ottawa College.

Transfusions Form 
Of Livelihood 



New ïork, N.Y.-T-Economlc stress has 
aHected more than two dozen under- 
graduates at Columbia tb such an ex- 
tent that tlicy arc regularly selling 
their blood to liaspltuls for transfus- 
ions, it was learned recently. 

When the number of students en- 
gaged In this service was brought to 
the attention of Associate Dean Nich- 
olas McD. McKnlght, he said: 

"The administrative office is making 
every effort to meet the financial 
emergencies amongst the undergradu- 
ates hi such a way that earning money 
through blood transfusions will not be 
necessary. 

"We would not knbwbigly permit a 
man to serve as a blood donor without 
the approval of the University Medical 
Officer, and not unless he placed hlm- 
elf under the observation of the Medi- 
cal Office. 

Income Not SufTicient 

An interview with an undergraduate 
blood doctor revealed that the Income 
derived from siich work "Is not sufficient 
to feed a person properly." He stated 
that he had been selling his blood "to 
all comers" for more than a year, and 
had not suffered any "decreased vital- 
ity." But this condition, he explained. 
Is only due to tlie fact that he has 
been working for his meals as well. 

It was also discovered that one crew 
man had been forced to drop from 
competition, because it is impossible for 
the donor to Indulge In strenuous physi-

An artificial slimùlant consisting of 
a half pint of whiskey is administered 
immediately following the operation. 
One medical student, n'ho partially 
earns his tuition by this method told a 
reporter that he would seek other 
means of earning a livelihood "^if tills 
added attraction were not provided." 
Central Supervision 

It Is only within the past three years 
that blood donors have come under 
centralized supervision. Until that 
time, transfusions were completely un- 
regulated. Sales of blood were made 
to the individual hospitals as often as 
they required It. This proved detrl- 
mentral not only to the donor who 
gave up his blood too often, but also 
to the patient who occasionally failed to 
recover because of his receiving blood 
of àn Insufficient hemoglobin count. As 
a result, the Betterment Association 
was formed to coiTect all existent evils. 

The hospitals readily took to the 
plan of securing their donors from the 
Bureau. Donors of all blood types were 
immediately available, and the strin- 
gent, regulations assured a healthy and 
vigorous blood supply. 

Rest Interval Required 

Although the quantity of blood 
drained in the ordinary transfusion, 
averaging 500 cubic centimeters, is 
replaced in the body within a few 
days, it takes about a month to, re- 
store the blood to Its original quality. 



Coscqucntly a five week rest mienral 
lis required bcfme further transfusions 
; may be made. When an exceptionally 
I large amount ol blood has been taken 
from the donor, lie Is required to rest 
for as many as ten weeks. 

Payment Is made on the basis of $10 
for every 100 cubic centimeter, $3 of 
which reverts to the Bureau. Under 
the rules, this provides a maximum 
weekly income for the donor of %\.

Research Council Is 
Great Canadian Asset 

(From The Royal Bank Bulleiiii) 

WITHIN the past few years Canadian scientists have made 
contributions worth millions of dollars annually to the ef- 
ficiency of production of Canadian industry, and have greatly 
strengthened the competitive position of many Canadian products. 
The credit for the individual discoveries which have been 
achieved belongs to the individual scientist or to the scientists who 
made the new product or discovered the new process, but the 
field of scientific work is most complex and it is essential that 
each scientist be made acquainted with similar or closely allied 
experiments which are being conducted by other individuals in 
all parts of the country. Problems in physical chemistry require 
the co-operation of both physicists and chemists, and those in bio- 
chemistry, the co-operation of both biologists and chemists. To 
be fully productive the research work must be co-ordinated. The 
credit for the complex and difficult task of co-ordinating this 
work in Canada is due to the efforts of the National Research 
Council, and particularly to Dr. H. M. Tory, the President of 
the Council.

paratively few and sporadic contrlbu-. 
tions to the work of the practical 
world there was a very different atti- 
tude toward trade secrets than that 
which is now developing. Of old, each 
manufacturing process was the pro- 
duct of a series of gradual improve- 
ments handed down through the gen- 
erations from man to man. Skilled 
workmen could obtain results which 
were not imderstood even by them- 
selves and certahily by no one outside 
the Industry. Against this background 
the manufacturing process of the 
trade practice remained a mystery 
prized by the initiates. Yet are gained 
from precedent and passed from man 
to man, without being reduced to 
principles and co-ordinated Into a 
background of general knowledge, docs 
not constitute the type of nucleus from 
which new principles and practices arc 
readily derived. To-day, when most 
chcrnical compounds can be quickly 
broken down Into their elements by 
analytic chemists, when most manu- 
facturing processes are described in 
detail in the text books, and when 
labour circulates from plant to plant 
with a freedom which frustrâtes most 
efforts to keep processes secret, a now 
attitude Is developing with relation to 
the common knowledge of an. industiy. 
Research Worker Assisted 
Today, the research worker Is fre- 
quently given every possible assistance 
in the hope that his careful study may 
result In new developments of me 
to the industry as a whole. While the 
new attitude of industry toward com- 
mon knowledge Is by no means uni- 
versal, yet many wholesale and re- 
tall stores now pool their most intimate 
statistics with the hope of gaining more 
Important information as to turnover 
and costs. Independent units support 
co-operative research which proves 
beneficial to each individual organiza- 
tion, and a whole industry unites to 
tell the public that "to save the surface 
is to save all." 

In Canada, rich and varied resources 
and the shortage of population, which 
has led to a high wage-scale, have put 
a special premium on efficiency of pro- 
duction during periods' of normal bust 
ness activity. Although 'there Is i 
more general appreciation of the con- 
tribution of science to Industry in 
Canada than elsewhere, with the poS' 
slbo exceptions of the United States 
and Germany our industries are not 
^e great industrial units which are 
Tound in some other countries, the 
individual concern cannot afford 
millions of dollars for research. It is 
possible, however, to obtain Compaq 
able results by co-operatlon, and our 
appreciation of the work of the 
scientist has taken the tangible form 
of creating excellent facilities for re 
search and by co-ordinating the efforts 
put forth In a manner which compares 
favourably with the practice In any 
other country, 

Conncll Organized in 1915 
The National Research Council was 
organized in 1915 as a device for co- 
ordinating the efforts of the Canadian 
Scientists who were, engaged In war^ 
time activities. The results obtained 
Justified the maintenance of that 
Council in the years that followed 
Thirty associate committees have been 
formed, representing no less than 
fifty-five different organizations; each 
of these committees works on an Indi- 
vidual problem or an allied group of 
problems. Over a period of years 212 
investigations, have been undertaken, 
and hundreds of scholarships have been 
awarded to picked students at Cana- 
dian universities, making it possible for 
them to secure post-graduate training.

Recently, a building to contain the 
administrative offices of the National 
research Council, laboratories and ap- 
paratus of a type not generally pro- 
vided by universities and other or- 
ganizations which W'cre working in 
harmony with the Council, was erected 
at Ottawa. In a, sense, the comple- 
tion of this building marks the end 
of a period when the greatest efforts 
of the Council have had to be directed 
toward organization and toward pro- 
viding absolutely ncces.sary facilities; 
it marks the beginning of a period 
when the National Research Council 
may assist and stimulate new efforts 
and spread the results obtained (among 
the industries of Canada -norc quickly 
than at any time in the past. 

While it is not possible In the space 
available to give a description of all 
the problems which have been solved 
and of those which are now in the 
process of solutton^yet a short resume 
of a few of the tasks undertaken by 
the National Research Council will 
give some idea of the broad scope of 
the efforts of this organization. 
Applied ta Agriculture 
Wheat Drying— In , the three crop 
years, 1B25-26-27, the amount of tough 
and damp wheat in the Canadian crop 
was estimated at 450 million bushels. 
Complaints by purchasers that It had 
been damaged In the process of dry- 
ing led to Investigation, under the 
leadership of thé National Research 
Council, showing that damage to grain 
by artificial drying need not occur. 
Over a period of years, the improved 
methods discovered for the drying of 
wheat should be the means of saving 
millions of dollars.- It is said that 
even in the post year there has been 
an improvement in the average grade 
of Canadian wheat as a result of this 
investigation. 

Rust— Under the leadership of the 
National Research Council the depart-, 
ments of agriculture and the research 
departments of the universities of the 
Prairie Provinces have made a sub- 
stantial contribution to the solution 
of tïie problem of cereal rust. The in- 
vestigation of this problem represents 
the largest co-operative scientific ef- 
fort made in Canada- In some years 
whettt rust has cost Canada as much 
as 100 million bushels of grain. Over 
the past fifteen years the cost has 
averaged at least twenty million dol- 
lars à year, and in -1916 the wheat crop 
of North America was reduced as a 
result of ; rust by 280 million bushels. 
Ah-eady the Council Is in a position to 
state! that the solution of this problem 
is assured- Several of tue new wheats 



under investigation appear to combine 
satisfactory baking qualities, high 
yield and rapid growth, with a power 
to resist rust. It Is expected that 
wheats of these new varitles will be 
available on a commercial scale in 
1034. 

While the problems mentioned above 
have to do largely with wheat, there 
are also Investigation.-; under way with 
regard to plant disease, weeds and 
yields which will be of material assis- 
tance to agriculture in other parts of 
the world. "There is also a research 
program uniier way . in connection 
with the use of waste straw, the re- 
sults of which should bo of great in- 
terest to the Prairie Provinces. 
Aeronautical Laboratoriss 
The apparatus listed In the aero- 
nautical department of the National 
Research Council's laboratories may 
later prove of very general interest; it 
consists of the folio ving: 

1. A wind tunnel in which any air 
speed up to 160 miles per hour may be 
secured In a Jet 0 ft. In diameter. 

2. A model testing-basin 400 ft. long, 
9 ft. wide, and 6 ft. ^eep with a car- 
riage capable of speeds up to 30 miles 
per hour. 

,3. An engine laboratory cqiilpped with 
complete dynamometer 'equipment 
capable of testing engines developing 
up to 1,000 horse power at 2,500 r.p.m., 
together with' fuel and oil-testing 
equipment. 

4, An Instrument laboratory, com- 
plete with refrigeration chamber and 
other necessary apporaus for the test- 
ing and calibration of all types of air- 
craft and allied instruments such as 
barometers, tachmcters, altimeters and 
hygrometers. 

Tliere has reeenty bee completed In 
the wind tunnel, at the request of the 
Canadian National Railways, an ex- 
tensive investigation of locomotive de- 
sign. The results are published In the 
Jauary, 1933, number of thé Canadian 
Journal of Research. A radically new 
streamline design of locomotive has 
been evolved which complies with 
statutory and operation requirements 
andji^islbelleved, achieves the two ob- 
Jectïves'^soughit: reduced air resistance 
and deflection of the smol^e from the 
engineer's cab. It is calculated that 
the ' design reduces air resistance by 
twenity-flve per cent, tunnel. Aircraft 
tests for the Department of National 
Defence have included the testing of 
full-sized aiircraft skis. .
